MEAT FAMINE 
GRIPS NATION 


No Immediate Relief In 
Sight; Packers Blame

This Is similar to the reasoning after World W ar I 
th at p oison g as. a less p otent bu t still terrible weap on, 
had become the key to m ilitarism and th at su ccessfu l 
war. therefore, wou ld be imp ossible w ithou t it. 
Thou g h p oison g as was p u t u nder a kind of in te r­ 
national control and war itself was ostensibly o u t­ 
lawed. World W ar II occu rred and was fou g ht w ith­ 
ou t resort to ga.->. ex cep t ill a few Isolated instances. 
The reason g as was not u sed had nothing to do. 
ap p arently , with the ag reements made cov ering its 
emp loy ment in warfare, bu t was the resu lt of m u tu al 
desire to escap e the recip rocal u se which inev itably 
wou ld follow its emp loy ment by any one of the com ­ 
batants 
As Is tru e today of the atomic bomb, g as was a p o­ 
tential weap on once war beg an, all restrictions to the 
contrary notwithstanding . Once it became clear th at 
the restrictions ag ainst war itself were to be lifted, 
ev ery thing that le>., 
itself to the 
u ses of war was 
av ailable fo7 u se. 
If it hap p ens ag ain th at restrictions ag ainst war 
are ov erthrown, 
secondary restrictions 
ag ainst the 
atomic bomb will be ov erthrown, too. The bomb will 
be av ailable for u se, su bject only to the cap acity of 
bellig erents to m anu factu re it and to the decision of 
m ilitarists to u se it. 
It does not follow th at they will decide to u se it. 
For the same reason they decided ag ainst g as in the 
latest war—fear of recip rocity —they m ig ht decide to 
fig ht the nex t war with less fearsome weap ons.
